Council. 

The English version of ISO standard itself endorses and consists of the ANSI Standard 
X 3.9— 1978 ' Programming languages — FORTRAN '. This FORTRAN standard is popularly known as 
FORTRAN 77 also and supersedes earlier version of language known as FORTRAN 66. The differences 
have been highlighted in the appendix of this standard.
